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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 CISC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



Claims 1 and 2, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ofusa U. SD. Patent No. 4,561,474 in view of Matsuda U. S. Patent No. 
4,502,302. 

Ofusa discloses the general combination claimed of a slide fastener comprising a 
lateral side tapes including binding wrap threads which are made of elastic yams, 
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wherein said elastic yarns are adapted to be weaved with the weft thread of said 
tapes; see Figures 5-9; the abstract; column 5, lines 1-6; claims 3 and 6, except 
that the reference to Ofusa is silent about the type of elastic yarn using such as 
elastic rubber and outer threads covering the elastic yarn (rubber). Matsuda 
teaches the use of elastic yarn (rubber) covered by a spandex thread, see Figures 
1,2,4; column 3, lines 14-18. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the Ofusa with elastic 
rubber covered by threads in order to perform the desired function for protection 
of the elastic rubber in the manner taught, disclosed and suggested by Matsuda, 
especially, since the use of such structure is conventional, well known within the 
art and involves only routine skill in the art. 

Furthermore, Applicant is reminded that in considering the disclosure of a 
reference, it is proper to take into account not only specific teaching of the 
reference but also the inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be 
expected to draw therefrom; see In re Preda, 401 F2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 342,344 
(CCPA1968). 

As to the particular type of material used is considered to be no more than an 
obvious matter of design choice within the skill in the art, since it has been held 
to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on 
the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design 
choice. See In Re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 
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Moreover, the particular location and/or the arrangement selected of an elements 
is also considered to be no more than an obvious matter of design choice to one 
having ordinary skill within the art, especially, since it has been held that 
rearranging pa an invention is involves only routine skill in the art. See In Re 
Japikse, 86 USPQ 70.
